LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  .January  25  states  as  follows: 

"Further  activity  In  extra  staple  cotton  during  the  past  week  was  soraewhat 
limited  in  volume  owing  to  the  dearth  of  suitable  offerings  and  to  the 
fact  that  mills  are  still  somev.'hat  uncertain  what  their  equipment  is  to  be 
used  for  during  the  balance  of  the  cotton  season. 

"Those  seeking  long  staple  cotton  are  beginning  now  to  fear  the  available 
supply  will  be  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  mills  at  the  present  rate  of 
consumption.     Acute  shortages  are  being  predicted  for  next  summer  and  some 
mill » men  believe  this  factor  will  automatically  curb  production  in  mills 
using  this  type  of  cotton. 

"With  the  present  conditions  surrounding  the  release  of  government  loan 
stocks,  there  has  been  comparatively  little  recourse  to  this  kind  of  cotton 
during  the  past  week  or  two  and  many  believe  the  government  will  find  it 
cannot  move  much  loan  cotton  on  the  basis  now  prescribed.    It  has  been 
determined  that  very  little  of  the  government  held  cotton  is  of  extra  staple 
length,  and  so  mill  men  have  to  look  elsewhere  for  filling  their  needs  for 
inch  and  one  eighth,  inch  and  five  thirty-seconds  and  inch  and  three- 
sixteenths  or  longer .    They  are  combing  the  market  quietly  for  long  staple 
and  picking  up  all  they  can  get  at  reasonable  prices. 

"For  the  super-quality  cloths  requiring  extra  strength,  the  Government 
has  been  specifying  Pima  1/  or  Egyptian  of  high  grade  and  mills  seeking 
this  sort  of  cotton  have  found  it  quoted  at  levels  well  above  AO  cents. 
Some  are  asking  42  to  46  cents  for  high  grade  Pimas  and  not  much  in  the  line 
of  Egyptian  Sakel  can  be  had  in  the  better  grades  under  40  to  42  cents.
